Change Acreage Allotment Law 


(D-Miss.) 
in 


Senator John Stennis 
has called attention to changes 
the acreage allotment law for 1955 
and urged county communities to 
give full consideration to the needs 


of small farmers in apportioning 
1955 cotton acreage among indivi- 
dual farmers. 


Noting that county committees are 
now engaged in the process of com- 
puting individual allotments, Senator 
Stennis said that these groups will 
have wide discretion in allocating 
acreage this year, due to a change 
in the law. 

“He. pointed out that last year the 
law required that small farms be 
ranted a minimum allotment. -Un- 
der present law the county commit- 
tees can choose, if the so desire, to 
allot acreage according to the ave- 
rage acreage planted and farms in 
1952,- 1953 and 1954. 

If this method is used, the county 


committee can elect to provide min- 
imum allotments for small farms, 
but are not required to do so. 

Senator Stennis urged the county 
committees, in the event the straight 
history method is chosen, to maks] 
full use of the county’s reserve acre- 
age of 15 per cent to insure fair 
allotments to small farmers’. 

He said the small farmer is the 
backbone of the American farm 
economy and he must be give ade- 
quate protection in all farm legis- 
lation passed by the Congress. 

He emphasized the county com- 
mittees have the sole responsibility 
of choosing what allocation method 
is used. 

He said this only concern was to 
impress upon the committees the 
urgent necessity of recognizing the 
requirements of small farmers apd 
insuring that a fair allotment is 
established, regardless of what 
method of distribution is used.

final edition was set for November 
20, but, because of the volume of 
the many worthwhile suggestions of- 
fered, its publication date was moved 
up to the present December 1. 

The final regulations have been 
filed with the Division of the Fed- 
eral Register in Washington, and 
will become legally effective on 
December 1.

COTTON 


Now is the time to go out in the 
already harvested cotton fields and 
cut stalks. In hill fields, these 
stalks should be left on top of the 
ground to help control erosion. In 
level fields, the stalks can be turn- 
ed under to make for added humus 
and plant food. 

On heavy clay soils, it is time to 
break the land for next year’s plant- 


ing. As soon as moisture is avail- 
able, the land should be broken. 
This makes for better tilth, better 


yields and for better penetration of 
moisture.

PASTURE 


If you are going to plant Dallis 
or Bahia Grass next spring, the land 
should be prepared this fall. In 
most cases, planting should then be 
made in March and April. Land 
breaking is especially important on 
land going from row crops to pas- 
tures. It will get the old rows out 
of the way and allow the seedbed 
to settle. 

However, where sod seeding equip- 
ment is available, these grasses can 
be planted on worn out sod areas 
without advance preparation.

In the principal address of the 
evening, J. M. Phillips of Jack- 
son, Mississippi, Manager for the 
telephone company, said: 
“Southern Bell has spent more 
than a million dollars for rural 
telephone expansion in this gen- 
eral area alone since the end of 
1945. This has enabled us to 
provide a ten-fold increase in the 
number of telephones serving 
farm homes and rural business 
establishments in the counties 
mentioned by Mr. Maxwell. 

“All of this fs part of an over- 
all plan of rural telephone im-
